SAYS OF DEEP SEA DIVERS. 


A Life That Isn't Exactly Jolly—A Vet- 


eran Telia of Experiences Be and Otbe 
lUverx Hare Had—A Close Shave—Fairy 
land on the Ocean's Bottom. 


"I trappono you sometimes see some 


fearful tiiglits in wrecks," said a re 
porter to a veteran deep sea diver. 


"Yes. but yon get used to 'em when 


yon have been in the business long. 
'When I first started diving,''I was sen 
dov.-u to report .1 wreck. Nobody 
(supposed to have been drowned when 
tbo vessel \vent down, but when I went 
iii to the cabiu tho first, thing I saw was 
tho body of n man seated at the table. 
The water wus very clflar'andmagnifled 
him tmtil lie looked about four-times 
lua uatnral size. His hand was upon the 
shoulder of'a little; boy., who was sitting 
on Iiis knee.

st of the tales yen hoar about groups 


of dead people until! round quite natural 
in a, cabin are lies. A body willrise aft- 
er being in tho water a couple of weeks 
ar.d bo fouuil floating up against the 
ceiling. When they huvc their legs un- 
der it table, they sometimes sit right 
whcro they are until their bodies decay 
away, because they are held down by tho 
table, which is usually screwed to the 
floor. . 


"Au English diver I knew once had a 


pretty nasty experience with sharks. He 
was diving in a wreck which had been 
loaded with Jivo oattla. When she had 
been down at tho bottom for a month 
or so, the bodies of tho cattle became 
light and fluntod up against tho hatch- 
ways.

You can bet I shall never 


forget those few minutes when I was 
waiting to see whether she rose or fell. 
My head felt as though it was bursting 
and my nose and ears began to bleed. 
Presently I felt the air getting a littls 
fresher. I took heart, and soon she be- 
gan to rise with the turn of the tide. 
There was plenty of time- for me to get 
my nerve back before she was high 
enough off the bottom for ine to crawl 
under. I didn't get it back, however, 
but just stood there tremblin? fit,u I 
could squeeze nndor her bottom and give 
the signal to bo hauled up. For weeks 
after that I was a sick man, and my 
hearing has never teen right since.

fers, the bottom of the sea is a lovely 
'sight. I havo seen i\ forest of kelp and 
soawccd gently waving with the tide 
which looked like fairyland. The dim 
light and tha bright colored fish darting 
alx.'iit make it look all the more beauti- 
ful.

"If you stand still for a minute, the

"It takes the life ont of a man some- 


liow, diving does, and I never knew a 
diver who did much smiling. They are 
oil rather grave, sober faced men."-— 
New York Tribune.

THE LICK .TRUST. 


The Property Nearly Doubled in V»lu». 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 22.—The great 


Iiicfc Trust which was organized in 
1875, has come to an end with a'pay- 
ment of $181,000 by the Fair SBtate to 
the trustees yesterday. The last act of 
the Judiciary Agents of old James 
Lick, was accomplished. All that now 
remains for the trustees to do is to get 
the Court's instructions for turning 
over to the residuary legatees, the 
funds on hand and to secure a judicial 
decree for their discharge. 


The Society of California Pioneers 


and Academy of Sciences, the residuary 
legatees, specified by James Lick in the 
original trust deed, will receive $600,- 
000 each. Of this $200,000 is in cash, 
the balance being in mortgages. Re- 
ceipts of the trust have beeti about 
$5,000,000 from the sales of real estate, 
stocks and bonds and the collection of 
rents. The Lick Trust deed bequeaths 
$1,941,000 worth of property to viirioos 
objects. This property ' increased in 
value during 20 years nearly 100 per 
cent. The principal public legacies in 
the Lick will were : The Lick observa- 
tory on Mount Hamilton, $700,000; 
School of Mechanical Arts, $540,000; 
Olfl Ladies' Homo of San Francisco, 
$100,000; Lick 
Free Baths, $150,000;

In some of the Southern and Eastern 


States honest, inrlustriona aad peace- 
able citizens lire being lined and im- 
prisoned because of their religious be- 
lief. The victims of this intolerance 
are members of the Seventh-day Ad- 
ventist Church. They believe in ob- 
serving the seventh or Sabbath doy, in 
obedience to the command of the 
Decalogue, to remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy. 


The American Ncnlinel, a paper which 


advocates religious liburfcy, tells of the 
case of Bobert Nash, nn Adveutist, 
who was arrested at Aberdeen, Missis- 
sippi, for working on Sunday. 
Hej 


pleaded guilty and conducted his own j 
i-ase, using the Bible for hia law boak. 
He keeps Saturday as religiously as 
priests and ministers of other denom- 
inations do Sunday. He quoted : 


Exodaa 20; 8-11: 
Remember tho 


Sabbath day, to keep it holy: Six clays 
shalt thou labor, and do all thy work; 
but tho seventh day is the. Sabbutli of 
the Lord thy God; in it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou, noi- thy sou, nor 
thy 
daughter, thy man-servant, nor 


thy maid-servaut, nor thy cattle, iior 
the stranger that is within thy gates; 
for in six days tha Lord made heaven 
and earth, the sea, and all that in thorn 
is, and rested the seventh day; where- 
fore the Lord blessed the Sabbath day 
and hallowed it. 


Mr. Nash then read from tho Consti- 


tution of Mississippi, which says : 


Section 18, No preference shall l:o 


given by the law to any religious sect 
or mode of worship; but the free en- 
joyment of all religions sentiments 
and different modes of worship ahull 
be held sacred. 


Notwithstanding Mr. Nash fortified 


his position by the above quotations 


• from the Bible and the Constitution of 


Mississippi, he waa fiued ten dollars 
by the Justice of the Peace, who sub- 
sequently reduced the flue 'to one dol- 
lar and costs, amounting to $7 75. This 
amount was promptly paid by the peo- 
ple attending Court and Mr. Nash was 
discharged. As he conscientiously be- 
lieves in keeping tho seventh or Sab- 
bath day, and cannot afford to remain 
idle two days in each week, it is prob- 
able that he will again be arrested und 
fined the full amount allowed by law— 
twenty dollars for each offense. 


In Georgia the laws arc more severe 


against Sunday 
breakers 
Uiiin in 


Mississippi and the penalty may !.c 
$1,000 lino or six mouths imprisonment 
for each oft'onso, ami Tennessee in but 
little behind Georgia. Several persons 
have been arrested and fined in those 
States as well as in Mississippi for vio-

Brig 
ham Young established for these out 
lying settlements a local or count; 
government called Carson county 
Utah, which embraced about three 
fourths of what is now the State of Ne 
vada. The county seat was at Genoa 
where court business was transacted 
During the Summer of 1854, a score or 
more of Brigbam's brethern left Salt 
Lake and settled in Washoe Valley 
They established soon after, the village 
called Franktown.

They found fertile lands and soon were 
able to produce all the necessaries of 
life. Cattle and horsesj they brought 
with them together with seeds for at 
least the first crop. Game was then 
more or less plentiful, and for a time 
all went veil with the pioneers in the 
wilderuesH 
A monthly mail brought 


letters and news by way of Placerville 
from the outside world as well as cor- 
respondence from headquarters of the 
Church at Salt Lake. 


So 
matters progressed until 1857, 


when rumbling sounds of war were 
heard. Brigham Young and his church 
had a disagreement with the Govern- 
ment at Washington under the admin- 
istration of President James Buchanan. 
Brigham Young refused to acknowledge 
allegiance to the Government at Wash 
ington. He urged that the Mormons 
were a peculiar people. That they had 
established an inland empire of their 


own, 
separate and distinct from the 


other States and Territories oE the On- 
ion. In short Brigham aud his fol- 
lowers simply wanted to be let alone to 
work out their own salvation in their 
own way and own time. The President 
of the United'States and tha Congress 
at Washington threatened punishment 
unleas the laws of the nation were al- 
lowed to be enforced. Brigham was 
obstinate and refused to acknowledge 
any right in the Government at Wash- 
ington to enforce the laws. Finally 
war was declared and Johnson's army 
was organized and started across the 
plains to subdue the rebellious church 
and people. Brigbam sent word by 
trusted messengers to General Johnson 
that he would welcome every soldier to 
an inhospitable grave. He then issued 
au order calling in all.the people living 
in the outlying districts of the Terri- 
tory, to assist in protecting the Mor- 
mon Zion. All the passes of the moun- 
tains through which the army of the 
United States was supposed to march 
in approaching the city, were barn- 
:aded and the whole Mormon commun- 
ity made preparations for bloody war. 


In obedience to the call by the head 


of the Mormon Church, most of the 
Mormons then living in Washoe and 
3arson Valleys made ready to leave for 
•laLt Lake. Orson Hyde took charge of 
:he returning faithfuls and they ar- 
rived safely in time to assist President 
Young in the City of the Saints. But 
of the Mormon settlers" in Washoe and 
Jurson valleys quite a number refused 
;o obey the call of the church. They 
remained here and for their refusal to 
go incurred the lasting displeasure of 
;he Salt Lake Dynasty. Nearly all 
who went left their all behind them, 
farms, cattle and homes in our valleys 
were sacrificed in their zeal to obey the 
commands of the head of the church, 
and many of those remaining'here ben- 
efltted materially at the expense of the 
more faithful. In most instances those 
caving had an understanding with 
those remaining that their property 
should be protected and kept, bnt if 
Drson Hyde is to be believed, most of 
;his property was afterwards claimed 
jy those holding it, as their own; and 
t was this condition of affairs, no 
dqub.t, wb,ich led Hlder Orson Hyde in 
in 1882 to make a formai demand for 
an accounting with a threat of dire \ 
vengeance, in case.ot refusal. But it is 
doubtful if any who had profited ever 
made any amends by way of restitution 
or seriously regarded the threatenings 
ot one belonging to the church potyer, 
which even then was on, (t\a wane.
